Opening the congress, Ato [Mr.] Seyoum Mesfin, minis- 
ter of foreign affairs said some of the conflict situations 
in Africa that the central organ of the OAU is supposed 
to address appear difficult to control. In this regard he 
mentioned Somalia to have such complicated kind of 
conflict. He noted the lesson they draw from the situa- 
tion, such as in Somalia, is that, unless the parties to a 
given conflict show readiness to cooperate with those, 
including the OAU who wish to assist in the resolution 
of those conflicts, there is little that the OAU or any 
other third party including the UN could do. 


The secretary general of the OAU, Mr. Salim Ahmed 
Salim, presented reports on the complete situations 
of Somalia, Rwanda, Burundi, Sierra Leone, Liberia, 
and Comoros to the central organ meeting on conflict 
prevention, management, and resolution. 


Customs Union Meeting Decides To Expand Accord

African Customs Union (SACU) agreement will be 
broadened to provide for external trading relations both 
regionally and internationally. 


This decision was taken during a ministerial meeting 
of SACU member states on Wednesday [13 December] 
in Windhoek, Namibia. This was the second ministerial 
meeting since the initiation of the SACU renegotiations 
in November 1994, said a statement from the Ministry 
of Finance. 


The SACU is composed of South “ica, Namibia, 
Botswana, Lesotho and Swaziland. The Kingdom was 
represented by the Ministers of Finance and Commerce 
and Industry, Dr Derek von Wissell and Mr Maja- 
henkhaba Dlamini respectively. 

The Swaziland government generates over half of its 
annual revenue from SACU receipts. 


The meeting was to review progress made by the 
Customs Union Task Team (CUTT) and to provide 
Clear guidance to CUTT on outstanding policy matters

relating to SACU institutional framework, a new SACU 
Revenue Sharing Formula and SACU’s customs tariff 
policy and industrial and agricultural policy. 


The ministers decided that the new agreement should 
be drafted on the basis of consensus on the broad 
principles regarding key issues pertaining to SACU and 
that detailed and operational guidelines be formulated 
once the agreement is in place. This decision was 
motivated by the collective wish to expedite progress 
on a new SACU Agreement. 


Further the ministers emphasised the need to speed up 
the renegotiations process in view of the fact that the 
negotiations have been on-going for more than a year. 


The decision that the new agreement should provide for 
external trading relations regionally and internationally 
was taken in view of the fast changing international 
trading environment with a view to strategically position 
the SACU with other multilateral trading arrangements 
as well as individual countries worldwide. 


Therefore, the meeting agreed that the BLNS 
(Botswana, Lesotho, Namibia and Swaziland) countries 
should fully participate in the on-going negotiations 
on a bilateral preferential trade agreement between 
South Africa and the European Union. Subsequently 
the BLNS have been invited to the next round of 
negotiations between South Africa and the European 
Union tentatively scheduled for early February next 
year. 


On relations between the SACU and the Southern 
African Development Community (SADC), the minis- 
ters gave priority to the renegotiations and tasked the 
CUTT to develop a view on how SACU should relate 
to SADC. It is envisaged that a SACU policy on exter- 
nal trade relations will be integral to the new agreement. 


SADC Trade and Industry Ministers had, during a recent 
meeting in Lusaka, Zambia, requested SACU to express 
itself on trade relations with SADC members. 


The ministers decided that by the next CUTT meeting 
scheduled for early next year, all outstanding issues 
should be finalised to enable the conclusion of the new 
SACU Agreement. 


A related issue concerning the phasing out of SKD 
— partially whoie imported units — and phasing in 
of CKD — completely knocked down imports — 
production in the Motor Vehicle Industry was also 
discussed by the SACU ministers. 


The next SACU Ministers of Trade and Industry and 
Finance is scheduled for Botswana in early April next 
year to consider a final report of the CUTT.

[FBIS Translated Text) The National Assembly’s ex- 
traordinary session on the draft Constitution presented 
by Cameroonian President Paul Biya is expected to end 
today. Debates on the subject have been very heated 
because of problems concerning some sensitive articles. 
Dr. Pierre Mbende, a Cameroon People’s Union deputy, 
talks about these problems in a statement recorded by 
Jean Mater Ndi. 


(Begin Mbende recording) Tliere is the issue of the 
protection of traditional authority, which is a good 
thing. However, the manner in which this authority is 
exercised — with excesses being committed nationwide 
— is not in conformity with the spirit of respect 
for human rights that we would have liked to see in 
this Constitution, and which the government developed 
very well in the preamble. Moreover, the government 
wants this preamble to be considered the body of 
the Constitution. Therefore, the manner in which this 
traditional authority is being exercised today is not yet 
in tune with this desire for the respect of human rights. 


The second problem raised concerned the president of 
the Republic. How will he be elected? Will he have a 
limited term of office or not? We know that in Africa 
we have had regimes that did not talk of terms of 
office; we have had life presidents; and we have had 
monarchies. In this particular case, the deputies feel 
that Cameroon is mature enough to discuss the issue 
of limiting the president’s term of office. The debate 
was not easy because from a five-ycar term, renewable 
once — which most deputies proposed — we had to 
accept a compromise of a seven-year term, renewable 
once. This is what was accepted by all the deputies and

Posts-Telecommunications

The 
Zairian Government made this decision at the weekly 
cabinet meeting. The company will be the second state- 
owned enterprise to be privatized after the national rail- 
road company. For details on this privatization of the 
posts and telecommunications company, here is a report 
from Kamanda wa Kamanda Muzembe in Kinshasa: 


[Begin Muzembe recording] The initial phase will in- 
volve the privatization of the management section of 
the Zairian National Posts and Telecommunications Of- 
fice [ONPTZ] and the amendment of the current !egisla- 
tion on posts, telephone, and telegraph communications. 
These measures are being implemented as a result of the 
gloomy situation prevailing in the national posts and 
telecommunications sector, explained Oscar Lungengo 
Lula, deputy information and press minister, who also 
talked about the absolute necessity for Zaire keep pace 
with current technological changes. 


Concerning the disastrous situation of the company, the 
government disclosed that it was indebted more than 
seven times its budget and had an unbalanced finan- 
cial structure. The ONPTZ is a state-owned enterprise 
which is suffering from very poor management of its fi- 
nancial resources. The inefficiency of the company has, 
therefore, favored the emergence of private operators in 
the telecommunications sector in Zaire. These operators 
have helped the country out of its isolation. It was just 
a miracle, some time ago, to be able make a telephone 
call to Zaire. The use of cellular phones is now fash- 
ionable, but it is not affordable for everybody since the 
charges are excessively high — about 3,000 CFA per 
minute for international calls. The decision to privatize 
ONPTZ is bound to cause discontent among its workers 
as was the case with those of other state-owned enter- 
prises that suffered a similar fate. [end recording]

{[FBIS Translated Text] There is no doubt ix history 
as to Eritrea’s ownership of the Hanish Islands, which 
are found in the Bab al-Mandab [strait] and which 
experienced the colonial rule of the Turks, the Italians, 
the British, and the Ethiopians. 

Within its two years of power, the Eritrean Government 
never had the ability and time to think of any viable 
plans for these islands, although it knew very well the 
above-stated facts. The Yemeni Government started to 
deploy its forces around March [1995] on these islands, 
though it has never had any claims to these islands 
throughout the centuries. 


This act of occupation was an abrupt development for 
the Eritrean Government and hence the government 
sent a high-level government delegation to Sanaa on 22 
November 1995 with a view to calmly sorting out and 
rectifying the mistake. Hence, the delegation presented 
three points as follows: 


1. To start a dialogue between the two sides as soon as 
possible. 


2. To have both sides agree on the basis and objectives 
of the issue with a view to solving the problem. 


3. To have both sides accept international arbitration 
and abide by its decisions. 

The Yemeni authorities said the islands were theirs but 
that they were ready to talk. A date was fixed for the 
two sides to meet in Asmara and the first round of talks 
was held as agreed on 7 December 1995. The proposals 
from the Asmara talks for both sides were as follows: 


For the Eritrean Government side, the issue revolves 
around the cluster of Hanish islands. Solving the prob- 
lem should be based on Sanaa’s proposal for direct talks 
with the arbitration of the (international Court of Justice. 


Though the Eritrean Government was ready and willing 
for the talks to start immediately and for a speedy 
agreement, the Yemeni Government delegation said we 
are here to talk about Greater Hanish Island and not the 
Cluster of Hanish islands. Therefore, a date was fixed 


for February [1996]. 
While the Government of Eritrea was awaiting the date 


in a bid to obtain a lasting solution to this issue through 
dialogue and international law, a unit of Yemeni forces 
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advanced to Lesser Hanish Island on the night of 15 
December 1995, provoked units of the Eritrean forces 
there in a manner likely to incite war and then turned 
back. Worst of all, at 0530 on i6 December 1995, the 
Yemeni government forces carried out military attacks 
assisted by the Air Force on areas where our defense 
forces were deployed. This attack lasted the whole day 
of 17 December 1995. 


In the conflict, which the Eritrean Government never 
expected nor wanted, about 180 Yemeni soldiers were 
Captured, a helicopter gun-ship was buried down, while 
many were killed and wounded. On the side of our 
defense forces, six were martyred and three were 
wounded. Our territory, which was occupied by the 
Yemeni forces, is now under the control of our defense 
forces. 


While the Eritrean Government admits that this situation 
is unacceptable and sad, it believes that the strategic 
relationship and brotherhood of the two countries and 
people is paramount. Hence, it reaffirms its readiness 
and belief that the issue will be resolved through 
dialogue and international arbitration. The Eritrean 
Government states that it will repatriate the soldiers 
Captured in this unwanted and useless war, without any 
arbitration and at a convenient time.

Minister Threatens To Take Sudan Issue to UNSC

— Ethiopian Foreign Minister Mesfin Seyoum threat- 
ened today to take the issue of Sudan and terrorism to 
the UN Security Council [UNSC] if Sudan does not 
comply with the decision of the Central Mechanism for 
Settling African Conflicts to extradite terrorists it is shel- 
tering or stop abetting terrorism. 


In an interview with the MENA correspondent on the 
sidelines of current meetings of the mechanism’s foreign 
ministers, the Ethiopian minister said that Ethiopia and 
the other African countries hope that the meeting will 
end with positive results on this issue. He added that 
the OAU secretary general's report notes that Sudan is 
not willing to respond to the decision and hence we 
will consider Sudan a state sponsoring terrorism and 
working to undermine stability in the region and that 
Ethiopia and the other African countries will have in 
this case the right to take the issue to the UN Security 
Council.

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Mesfin Seyoum went on to say that the decision 
condemning Sudan is not enough and the important 
thing is that Sudan should refrain from involvement 
in terrorist activities or from sponsoring terrorism and 
should extradite the three terrorists. He added that his 
country’s inteution to take the issue to the United 
Nations aims to exert pressure on Sudan to extradite 
the three terrorists and to stop abetting terrorism. 


In response to a question about Sudan’s intermittent 
threat to use the Nile waters issue, the Ethiopian minister 
said: I believe that they are playing with fire and this 
policy is futile. 


He described recent developments between Yemen and 
Eritrea as very regrettable and expressed hope that 
this issue will be resolved through peaceful dialogue. 
He added that this dispute cannot be resolved through 
military means. He noted that his country is willing to 
help reach a peaceful solution for this dispute over some 
islands in the Red Sea.

She 
said the pilots and two deportees are being held by the 
security forces in Berbera. 


She said security at Berbera Airport has been tightened 
since an aircraft owned by King Air, a Kenya-based 
company, landed here illegally in August carrying 
several deportees together with Swedish and Norwegian 
diplomats. The report added that the national attorney 
general and a committee set up to investigate the aircraft 
have now arrived in Berbera town.

The conference 
also called for nations in Africa to give high priority 
to community-based programs for AIDS control and 
prevention, because these would take care of the local

Grecian had decided to visit his South African fiancee, 
a prominent Cape Town artist, after he had allegedly 
been given a guarantee by the South African embassy 
in London that he would not be arrested in South Africa 
on his arrival. 


Interpol executive director for South Africa, Dave 
Bruce, said Grecian had a “red notice” next to his name, 
which meant he was wanted on various charges in the 
U.S. and should be detained, pending extradition. “We 
are just middlemen and have to fulfil our obligations,” 
he said. 


Nobody, according to Bruce, should have given him any 
guarantee that he would not be arrested when he arrived 
in SA. 


A spokesman for the South African high commission in 
London said yesterday: "Grecian and his solicitors were 
informed that an Interpo’ warrant stood against him and 
that if he returned to South Africa, he ran the risk of 
being extradited to the USA." 
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Grecian, who was a director of Ordtec, a British [words 
indistinct] by the British Appeal Court after it was 
revealed that the British government had known of 
Ordtec’s sale 0° shell fuses to Iraq. 


The U.S. isswed an international warrant for his arrest 
in connection with his arms-dealing with Irag, but were 
unable to extradite him from the UK as customs-related 
charges are not an extraditable offence. 


‘Brain Drain’ From Emigration Discussed

from the brain drain may be worse than most people 
realise. Research by THE SUNDAY INDEPENDENT, 
focusing on the six countries that attract most South 
Africans, shows that emigrants are among the top 
earners in their new countries and boast the highest 
proportion [words ir Jistinct] of the emigrants that are 
most notable. 


Available statistics — though imperfect — suggest 
that the countries that receive most South Africans are 
Britain, the United States, Canada, Australia, Israel and 
New Zealand. 


South Africans living in Canada are the highest income 
earners in that country, surpassing the locals and other 
immigrants by far. 


"They seem to fit in well and thrive in Canada but 
most of them were extremely successful in South Africa 
anyway,” said Mark Davidson, first secretary at the 
Canadian high commission in Pretoria. 

From the high commission's official statistics, it was 
estimated that there are 30,200 South African-born 
people living in Canada. 


The last Canadian census, in 1991, showed that there 
were at least 24,000 South Africans living there. In 
1992, 1,141 South Africans were issued with Canadian 
immigrant visas internationally and in 1993 that figure 
went up to 1,766. 


The Canadian high commission could get statistics for 
the past two years only from visas issued in Pretoria 
(about 70 percent of all that are issued). They were 
1,756 in 1994 and 884 so far this year. 


"(The emigrants) are preccomiaantly professions, skilled 
workers and business people from South Africa, partic- 
ularly engineers and accountants,” Davidson said. 


"South Africans in Canada cope extremely well. They 
acapt faster than mosi. Studies prove chat the highest 
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income eal..<ts in the country are South African-born 
and they live predominantly in Toronto and Vancouver.” 


“Typical applicants to Canada and successful business 
people or professionals in their 30s, married with young 
children," Davidson said. 

It is the same group that has been heading for Australia. 
The Australian immigration officer in South Africa, 
Frank Lodge, said that from July 1994 to June this 
year, 2,792 South Africans had emigrated to Australia. 
There are estimated to be 55,741 South Africans living 
in Australia. 

Although South Africa’s Central Statistics Service put 
Britain as the most popular destination, there were 
no official immigration statistics on how many South 
Africans live there. However, the South African high 
commission in London said 2,880 immigrants from 
South Africa arrived in Britain in 1994. In January this 
year there were 241 new immigrants. In February there 
were 94 and, in March, 178. 


Tho first secretary at the British «os. we in Johannes- 
burg, Andrew Noble, said immigy*:)« statistics were 
unreliable because "most people goiay to live in Britain 
from South Africa hold British or European passports 
and they do not have to emigrate, they just move”. 


However, the director of the STAR and SA TIMES 
in England, Adam Teeger, said his estimate of South 
Africans living in Britain was 120,000. 

"This is based on intensive research, on knowledge 
of the market, on figures from the South African 
high commission, the Home Office and emigration 
authorities, and on traffic on South Africans over the 
years,” Teeger said. 

This number, he said, did not include the transient 
youngsters who make Britain their temporary home on 
their travels around the world. 


Teeger said the vast majority of South African emi- 
grants had tertiary education and were generally highly 
regarded for their work ethic, reliability and training. 

A recent survey showed that the degree most common 
in the City, London's financial disirict, after those from 
Oxford and Cambridge, was from the University of the 
Witwatersrand [Wits]. And of the degrees represented 
on the boards of London’s top 100 companies, Wits 
qualifications were third. 

According to the 1990 United Staies census, 34,707 
people born in South Africa were living in the U.S. 
The U.S. census bureau estimates that figure has since 
increased by about 2,000. Again, most American South 
Africans are well-qualified professionals. 
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South Africans in the U.S. have apparently been reluc- 
tant to give up the climate they were born in and many 
of them are concentrated in the sunshine states of Cali- 
fornia (9,687), Texas (2,789) and Florida (2,150). 


Figures for Israel were supplied by the South African 
embassy in Tel Aviv. The embassy said most of the 
18,000 South Africans now living in Israel had entered 
the country via the Zionist Federation. 


The 1991 census in New Zealand indicated that 5,655 
South African-born people called the islands home. 
The average annual income of New Zealanders was 
NZ$14,598 [New Zealand dollars} (R35,000 [rands}) — 
yet South Africans living among them earned an average 
of NZ$21,564 (R52,000) a year. 


South Africans in New Zealand are also at the top of the 
scale in terms of household incomes, with an average 
of NZ$50,000, compared with an average for the whole 
population of $30,910. The New Zealand community 
information service said most South Africans were 
highly qualified and motivated professionals, including 
medical graduates and business experts. 


Many of the South Africans living in New Zealand have 
cut their ties with South Africa to the extent that most 
of tiem no longer referred to themselves as being of 
South African ethnic origin in the 1991 census. 


An emigration agency employee said: "It is extremely 
difficult to get into New Zealand because last year they 
exceeded their immigration quota. They have taken few 
people in this year.” 

But if you have money, you can go anywhvre, she said. 


Because the favoured destination countries are choosy 
about whom they take in, all the people leaving South 
Africa are “top quality — with a tertiary education and 
a perfect work track record, and money and standing”. 


She said people from all occupations were leaving South 
Africa.

At least four major Nigerian liberation gi vups have set 
up shop in South Africa in the last three months, and 
more are on the way. Zairian pro-democracy activists, 
among others, also operate in South Africa. 


Nwiido is here to represent the Movement for the 
Survival of the Ogoni People (Mosop), which Saro- 
Wiwa founded. The Nigerian Human Rights Committee 
and the Niger.an organisation Democratic Alternative 
are represenied in South Africa by Einma Edigheji, 
a lecturer at the University of Durban-Westville. The 
Campaign for Democracy in Nigeria, currently based in 
London. is to set up a South African office shortly. 
Zaire’s main opposition party, Union pour la Demo- 
cratic et le Progres Social [Union for Democracy and 
Social Progress, (UDPS), has established a branch 
among the large Zairian community in Johannesburg. 
The lobby group Freedom Flag for Congo-Zaire oper- 
ates from Cape Town. 


Nigerian and Zairian activists sec South Africa, and 
President Nelson Mandela in particular, as potentially 
invaluable allies in bringing about change in their own 
countries. 

"Nelson Mandela makes us proud to be African by the 
stand he has taken,” Edighedi says. He is regarded as 
the moral conscience of the world. We need to be close 
to his ears and get our message across.” 


Lean Kalinga of Freedom Flag, sees South Africa as 
"a mode) of democracy in Africa”, and believes that 
other countries have much to learn from South Africa's 
transformation. 


The Nigerians are encouraged by the fact that South 
Africa has no history of military coups — the fact that 
many West African countries closely resemble Nigeria 
in their political make-up has made pro-democracy 
activisis hesitant to base themselves in neighbouring 
States. 


But for all the goodwill which the exiles attribute to 
South Africa, it is clear that it took the hanging of 
Nigerian writer Ken Saro-Wiwa and eight others to srr 
the South African government into action. 


"Before the hangings, foreigners would look at Nigeria 
and say ‘these things can’t be happening,’” Nwiido 
recalls. "Since the hangings everything has changed.” 

The Zairian resistance, by contrast, has been frustrated 
by South Africa’s lack of commitment to opposing 
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the Mobutu Sese-Seko regime. Kabundi Mutombo of 
the South African branch of UDPS insists it was the 
Nigerian hangings that "have . .<e1 the South African 
giant from its long sleep”, 0» i a. s the South African 
government of keeping « <. aboi . human rights abuses 
by Zaire, including mu oreed removals, and 
involvement in the Rwanda.. —vuilict. 


Kalinga says his requests to Parliament to iake a stand 
against Mobutu have been politely turned down, and 
he is equally frustrated by the apathy of most of the 
Zairians who live in South Afvica: "In Johannesbuig 
there are thousands of Zairians living a happy-go-lucky 
life — only here can they afford that standard of living." 
He warns that the Zairian community might be forced 
to face reality if a worsening of the situation in Zaire 
precipitated a mass influx of Zairians into South Africa, 
which could prompt a clampdown by the South African 
government. 


The Nigerian community in South Africa is smaller, 
but more politicised. According to one Nigerian jour- 
nalist now based in Johannesburg, “almost everyone is 
involved in some way or another — though obviously 
with different degrees of seriousness." As the regime 
has intensified its repression of political activity in re- 
cent months, so the number ox Nigerian 2xiles in South 
Africa has grown. 


‘Our secretary general is in solitary confinement," 
Edighedi says. "To organise and travel is dangerous. 
Our houses are occupied by the military. In Ogoniland, 
in particular, imprisonment and the constant harassment 
of the population by soldiers has made effective organ- 
isation impossible." 

The Nigerian activists are troubled by charges — made, 
among others, by South African government members 
— that their opposition is fragmented. They point out 
that a proliferation of groups is inevitable in a country of 
some 100-million people of diverse ethnic heritage. And 
they are united by “a common understanding that the 
military regime needs to be terminated immediately", 
as Edighedi puts it. 


All agree that an oil embargo agaist Nigeria would 
be the most effective way to isolate the regime, as this 
would deprive the country of over 80 percent of its 
foreign exchange earnings. The exiles are unanimous in 
rejecting General Sani Abacha’s promise of a three-year 
transition to democracy, saying the dictator is nut to be 
trusted. 


Mutombo argues for sanctions against Zaire, particularly 
the freezing of diamond imports which earn th> country 
$30-million each month. Another concern of activists 
from both countries is the choice of South Africa as 
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a safe haven by their rulers. Zairian president Mobutu 
Sese-Seko and members of his family own property 
in some of South Africa’s most expensive locations. 
Members of the Nigerian junta, regarded as personae 
non grata by European countries, are said to be salting 
away embezzled money in South Africa. The exiles 
agree that South Africa should order banks to freeze the 
accounts of such people, and think twice before granting 
them rights of residence. 


In a country where, until recently, Nigerians were 
stereotyped as drug dealers and crooks, Nwiido is en- 
couraged by the growing public awareness of Nigeria's 
plight. Yet he is disappointed that the Southern African 
Development Community decided against imposing im- 
mediate sanctions on Nigeria, and remains worried that 
the recent attempts by Abacha to curry favour with Man- 
dela will not be backed by real change unless iuterna- 
tional pressure is maintained. 

"In January, another 19 activists are facing the same 
tribunal that condemned Ken Saro-Wiwa. We fear they 
are going to go the same way that Saro-Wiwa and the 
others went”.

In an environment where the commercialisation of state 
enterprises, foreign competition and an increasingly 
marginal mining sector is already causing widespread 
job losses, the unions insist that aside from their 
Opposition to privatisation in principle, any restructuring 
of state firms or assets should not be allowed to reduce 
employment levels. 
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In spite of statements to the contrary, the two parties 
have never been further apart. Sources from both sides 
described the watershed meeting on Monday this week 
as follows: 


8:45 am: It is early Monday morning and anger simmers 
in the corridors. The government has gone back on its 
word, broken its promises. After all the talk, all the dis- 
cussions, all caucusing and consulting, the government 
has crossed the line. It’s showdown time. The relations 
between the government and the lasour movement is 
about to change. 


"We're not going to take it lying down," says 
COSATU’s general secretary, Sam Shilowa, of the 
union’s new attitude. 


9am: COSATU’s leaders met in their spacious confer- 
ence room on the 10th floor of their Johannesburg head- 
quarters to discuss what they regard as the latest outrage. 


In an hour, a high-ranking government delegation will 
afrive to explain the press statement on the restructuring 
of state assets issued by the cabinet before the weekend. 


There are almost 20 unionists, representing the major 
constituents of COSATU. They become angrier as they 
consider the statement. 


Shilowa, his assistant, Zwelinzima Vavi, and the NE- 
HAWU [National Health, Education, and Allied Work- 
ers Union] leader, Vusi Nhiapho, will go after the gov- 
ernment aggressively from the start. Gwede Mantashe, 
the mineworkers’ representative, will be the statistician: 
armed with facts and figures, he will provide backup. 


10:15am: The government’s team, led by the transport 
minister, Mac Maharaj, and the public enterprises min- 
ister, Stella Sigcau, is shown in. 

Maharaj is shocked by the unionists’ opening gambit. 
Until that moment, the government had no idea of the 
depth or strength of labour’s objections. The atmosphere 
is instantly tense and hostility seeps through the union- 
ists’ bearing. 


Shilowa claims Sigcau promised in October that a mora- 
torium would be put on any privatisation or restruc- 
turing. The government’s latest statement, announcing 
that "a number of measures relating to the restructuring 
of Telkom [Telecommunications Corporation] and the 
transport sector” have been taken, has incensed labour. 


The government is being misled by the bourgeoisie. 
Restructuring and privatisation has never resulted in 
job creation. The unions are being used as a “sounding 
board” for decisions already taken and not as a bona 
fide negotiator. 
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The promise of black empowerment is a chimera: black 
faces, white money. Instead of the government cutting 
back, its intervention in the production capacity c the 
country should be expanded. 


After COSATU says it will walk out of all National 
Economic Development and Labour Council chambers 
unless the moratorium on restructuring is enforced, 
Maharaj takes up the cudgels. 


The unions are trying not only to blackmail government 
and “hold it to ransom" but they are also attempting to 
retard the whole restructuring process. The government 
is determined restructuring will take place. It is a non- 
negotiable. 


Restructuring is the result of a cabinet bosberaad (bush 
summit] in January and is seen as a critical element in 
stimulating economic growth 21d in supporting the RDP 
by the efficient use of limited state resources. 


The question is not whether restructuring will take place, 
or even when — the sooner the better — but how. 


For two hours, the delegations berate one another. The 
unionists try to get the government to explain why it 
has reneged on its agreement; the government tries to 
convince labour of the merits of restructuring. 


lpm: A mid-meeting caucus session is called in a bid to 
break the deadlock. At the resumption, a shallow peace 
is called and plans are made for the first meeting of 
a specially formed committee mandated to involve the 
unions in the restructuring process. 


The government has not backed off its commitment to 
restructure and COSATU will continue with a two-hour 
Stayaway this week and a general strike in January. 


‘Little’ Support for COSATU, ANC Protests

ANC spokesman, Mr. John 
Jeffery, told_RAPPORT this week that his party has 
concrete objections to the document agreed to between 
the NP and These include, among other things, 
stipulations of a council of state which sees the ANC 
as a sort of “super cabinet", and the establishment 
of cultural councils. IFP accusations that the ANC 
does not want a provincial constitution, is a “blatant 
lie", according to Mr. Jeffery. He believes ihat further 
discussion is needed on the issue of a provincial 
constitution. In reply Mr. Felgate said: "I am convinced 
that the ANC in KwaZulu/Natal has been instructed by 
its national leadership not to cooperate in the drafting 
of a provincial constitution." 


He also revealed that it was not only the IFP and NP 
who made a breakthrough, but that the IFP is also con- 
fident that it will get the support of smaller parties in 
the province.

These are some of the findings of Rand Afrikaans 
University Communications Chief Jake Oosthuizen in 
a report on how ordinary South Africans perceive 
President Mandela. 


According to Oosthuizen’s study, it seems that black 
and white South Africans regard their leader completely 
differently and differ starkly on the characteristics they 
like or do not like, such as his clothes and manner of 
speech. 


And as can be expected, Mandela’s well-known loose 
shirts are often mentioned — shirts that the president’s 
black supporters just do not like. 

Blacks who participated in the survey cite Mandela’s 
style of dressing as something they like the least. 
Oosthuizen said that this attitude can be attributed to 
a tradition created by former leaders, who dressed more 
formally. 


Mandela’s most loyal supporters apparently want to see 
him dress like a leader — formally. 

"It seems," Oosthuizen says, "that Mandela’s attempt to 
be seen as one of the people has backfired." 


Whites, on the other hand, reacted positively to Presi- 
dent Mandela’s attire — including those loose, multi- 
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colored shirts. The president's attire is one characteristic 
they like most, followed by his relaxed style, which re- 
flects self-confidence. 


Only a handful of whites would prefer the president to 
dress more conventionally. 


The biggest objection to President Mandela by this 
group is how he expresses himself in his speeches. 
Oosthuizen said: "It is somewhat crass. Apparently, his 
pronunciation causes people to think that his ability to 
express himself is weak.” 


According to whites, the president also speaks in a very 
monotonous voice and too slowly. But several believe 
that he is intelligent, sincere, and "one of us." 


One thing that both blacks and whites perceived as 
negative about President Mandela is that, according 
to them, he does not show sufficient respect to his 
Opponents and is too aggressive. 


President Mandela is a master of language, Oost- 
huizen says. He is competent using figures of speech, 
metaphors, and similes. His nonverbal methods are also 
striking. They make him look statesman-like, if not 
royal. Somber facial expressions that suddenly light up 
and become full of life are part of it. The ingenious 
manner in which he manipulates sunglasses or reading 
glasses, a glass of water, or a handkerchief also do not 
go unnoticed. 


And then there are the clothes — relaxed, "if not vain." 
Oosthuizen has concluded that President Mandela’s 
rhetorical techniques do not always have the desired 
results, as is the case with his much-discussed shirts. 


People who listen and look at him say that the president 
uses specific techniques, Oosthuizen says. 


Take a good look the next time you see the president 
in action. Those hand gestures, facial expressions, and 
general body language are not in vain. They, like his 
Clothes, make the man! 


Police Arrest 3 ANC Members in KwaZulu/Natal

The ANC had to gain control over its members’ distri- 
bution, possession and use of weapons, NP spokesman 
Marthinus van Schalkwyk said in a statement. 


The ANC also had to stop blaming other political parties 
for the violence in KwaZulw/Natal, he said. 


"If the ANC does not take internal disciplinary steps 
against the guilty, a cloud of uncertainty will remain 
over the ANC’s commitment to tolerance and demo- 
cratic conduct towards its opponents and disliked fellow 
party members," Van Schalkwyk said. 


He called on the ANC to state whether there were 
secret units within the party appointed to eliminate 
Opponents and renegades. It should also reveal whether 
the weapons used in the attack were acquired illegally 
through former Transkei leader Bantu Holomisa. 


Van Schalkwyk also asked whether Safety and Security 
Minister Sydney Mufamadi or the police intended acting 
against Holomisa in regard to "his self-confessed illegal 
weapons provision”. 


Varney said Cyphrian Mduduei Diadla, 28, Thamisanga 
Dladla, 28, and Nkosinathi B G Zondi, 28, were arrested 
at 9am and freed on R500 [rands) bail after appearing 
briefly in the Greytown Magistrate’s Court. The case 
was postponed to January 23. 


Detectives led by Supt Phillip Scholtz were responsible 
for the arrests. The ITU was tasked by the government 
to probe murder squads in KwaZulu/Natal. Its inves- 
tigations led to the arrest recently of former Defence 
Minister Gen Magnus Malan and 10 other former se- 
nior security forces officers.

A formal investigation into the affair will start today 
when three senior SABC managers — including Radio 
chief executive Govin Reddy — fly to Durban for a first 
meeting with Lane and her legal representatives. 


Reddy, who heads the inquiry, countered that the SABC 
had acted in response to media inquiries about her 
having been listed as a police witness in the Magnus 
Malan murder trial — rather than the ANC statement. 
“The situation is unclear as nobody has done a thorough 
investigation yet." 


BEMAWU spokesman Hans-Dieter Winckens said the 
union had lodged a grievance on Lane’s behalf but 
that the conflict might be resolved through the inquiry. 
Whatever the outcome, BEMAWU will be demanding 
a "loud and clear" apology from the SABC. 


Meanwhile, SOWETAN reporters believe their editorial 
independence is being undermined after general man- 
ager Roger Wellsted drew political reporters’ clippings 
files recently and sent them to the paper's chairman, Dr 
Nthato Motlana, for scrutiny. 


Sources on the papers said it appeared the journalists’ 
work was being checked for political bias. Last Thurs- 
day, political staff met Wellsted and were told they were 
not above scrutiny and criticism. It appeared SOWE- 
TAN’s editor, Aggrey Klaaste, was kept in the dark 
about the file search. 


After Motlana took control of SOWETAN in 1993, 
some staffers expressed unease at his high-profile mem- 
bership of the ANC. However, in consultation with staff, 
a charter was drafted which guaranteed editorial inde- 


pendence. 


A senior source on the paper said Wellsted was well 
aware of the perceptions of bias on the paper — he 
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had commissioned market research which showed that 
51 percent of the paper’s readers believed its political 
coverage was independent, while of the 30 percent 
which said it was biased, 92 percent believed it favoured 
the ANC. 


Another journalist said the incident revealed clearly how 
much power SOWETAN’s general manager believed 
he wielded. Wellsted is employed by Independent 
Newspapers on a management contract which was 
devised when the paper was sold to Motlana’s New 
Africa Publications. 


"The perception now is that Aggrey (Klaaste) is too 
weak to defend his turf. Why should junior reporters 
have to confront the general manager? It is an editor's 
responsibility to protect his staff," said the reporter. 


A senior reporter said as far as he could ascertain, 
the complaint about SOWETAN’s bias emanated from 
Independent Newspapers, and not the ANC. "We have 
running battles from time to time with the ANC over 
individual stories, but our staff have a good working 
relationship with them. 


"We have people from all political persuasions on 
SOWETAN’s staff, and they are all fully aware that 
our only role is to reflect the views of the entire society 
to the best of our abilities.” 


Klaaste did not respond to a request for comment on his 
reporters’ allegations.

Mogapi 
said these words at a political rally recently in C.untsi, 
and still maintained his statement on "Sir Ketumile’s 
Farms", in an interview this week. 

What THE MIDWEEK SUN can however reveal is 
that Sir Ketumile owns nine farms and that there are 
some more which are registered under the names of his 
companies, which the paper could not establish at time 
of going to press on Monday. 


According to a report: "Surveyed Freehold Farms of 
Botswana", compiled by Leonard Samboma, on behalf 
of the Animal Production Unit of the Ministry of 
Agriculture in 1982, the President has nine farms in 
the Kgalagadi area alone. 


Out of the nine farms which he owned by then, the 
size of three could not be determined at the time the 
report was compiled. The report states that he owns 
farm, NK-18, in Green Valley farm NK-19 (Fierputs), 
farm NK21 (Wembley), farm NK 22, (Tambo) farm 
NK 8 (Sleep Hollow), farm NK 9, (Dry Lock), farm 
MK 2, farm MK3, and farm MK 4. Most of these are 
registered under Sir Ketumile’s company, Atisa Ranch 
(Pty) Limited. 


Further information from the Deeds Registry reveal that 
Sir Ketumile has being acquiring farms since 1973. 


The head of the Deeds Registry, Bill Seboni told THE 
MIDWEEK SUN that: "It is difficult to get the precise 
number owned by the President since some of them are 
registered under the names of his companies.” 


On Monday this week, Mogapi was still adamant that he 
stood by his statement. "I have got a list of them. Masire 
has got nine farms in Kgalagadi, two at Sekoma, one at 
Moshaneng and two ostrich farms in Lobatse. You see 
now, what about the entire country!" he asked. 


"They are possibly up to 20 if you talk about the whole 
country or close to that,” he assumed. 


Mogapi said he uttered the words at a political rally a 
few days before the Gantsi West by-elections where he 
Says majority of the people "do not have land”. 


"There is no land in the area around Sekoma where the 
President has got two farms. And the residents of the 
area are always moved around as a result of this," he 
alleged . 

A press release from the Office of the President dated 
November 23, stated that allegations that Sir Ketumile 
owns 20 farms in the Ghanzi area by virtue of being 
President are downright fabrications, deliberately con- 
cocted to defame him or lower his stature. 
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The President was resorted as having said that he does 
not own 20 farms in the Gantsi area. He does own farms, 
however, these were acquired before he assumed the 
office of President in 1980 according to the statement 
which, nonetheless, does not say how many they are. 


Said the release: “It is not his usual practice to discuss 
his private life over the media, but he had felt that 
the recent allegation were too deep in malice and 
intentionally false statements to go unchecked. 


"His quest to become a successful master farmer dates 
back to 1967, when farms originally owned by colonial 
settlers became available for purchase by Batswana. By 
taking advantage of the availability of farms in Gantsi, 
Sir Ketumile started buying farms in the area." 


Sir Ketumile says he acquired all his farms rightfully 
and legally, without depriving any Motswana or anyone 
of their entitlements or privileges.

Another contingent has been deployed 
inside Charles Taylor’s NPFL headquarters in Gbarnga 
to prepare the way for the safe passage of troops 
heading for Liberia’s northern Nimba County and the 
southeastern region. Peacekeeping officers on the main 
highway linking the capital to the interior of Liberia said 
today the troops were given warm reception by factional 
fighters. 


So far, there have been no incidents in the current de- 
ployment exercise, but the troop movement is behind 
schedule due to logistical problems. Hundreds of Nige- 
rian peacekeeping troops with bundles of personai ef- 
fects were forced to wait all morning for the return of 
trucks from Wednesday’s [13 December] deployment 
mission into central Liberia. The soldiers said inad- 
equate vehicles and communications equipment were 
preventing rapid deployment. They blamed the situa- 
tion on the international community’s slow response to 
pleas for logistical help. Nigerian Captain Frank Ntima 
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told me: We will continue to make the sacrifice until 
the world can see the need to help us with logistics. 


One batch of ECOMOG troops previously based outside 
Monrovia has been brought back into the capital to beef 
up security following warnings that a growing number 
of armed bandits are operating in Monrovia.

He is not only coming the 
Office, he is steering the meetings.

But despite 
their efforts, no one followed suit, and Mali became 
the only West African state to vote against Nigeria. 
Government spokesman, Abdoul Dansokho, explains 
their position: 

[Begin Dansokho recording in French fading into Eng- 
lish translation] On the question of Nigeria, Mali has 
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always maintained the same position which we have re- 
iterated at every stage. We condemn the executions, we 
condemn the regime, and we have called for a return to

When asked why other West African countries had rot 
joined Mali in voting against Nigeria, Mr. Dansokho 
refused to be drawn, saying only that each country had 
to make its own decision. However, he did point out that 
some countries in the region such as Niger and Chad, 
have strong political and economic ties with Nigeria and 
as a result were not, as he put it, in a position to take a 
moral stand. 


Mali, in comparison, he said, was not so dependent 
on Nigeria, and did not fee! alone in taking its critical 
position. He said that so far Mali has not in any way 
suffered by speaking out. We have always spoken our 
minds, said Mr. Dansokho, an! we remain on speaking 
terms with Nigeria all the same. [end recording]

The po- 
lice said that Nadeco was not a registered organization 
and, therefore, cannot be allowed to stage a rally. Well, 
our reporter, Sola Odunfa is on the line to Lagos now.

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[Odunfa] First at the rally venue, which is the Yaba 
bus terminus on Lagos Mainland, a large contingent of 
armed policemen with an armed personnel carrier took 
position as early as half past five, 0530 this morning. 
Buses were not allowed into the terminus apparently to 
give the officers a clear view of the entire area, and they 
were ordering people who are going to their workplaces 
early to keep moving. 


Coming into Lagos Island itself, there are scores and 
scores and scores of policemen in strategic places. At 
the entrance of the Eko Bridge entrance, into the island, 
there is a large contingent there. At Tinubu [Square], 
which is the very heart of the business district, there 
is another large contingent, and armed policemen are 
patrolling the entire city. 


[Wells] So, it seems the authorities are not taking any 
chance. Is there anyone likely to brave it and go out and 
demonstrate, do you think? 


[Odunfa] I doubt if the ordinary worker or trader will 
brave the situation this morning, because the police 
show of force is quite awesome, but if the university 
students are involved or the market women, they might 
try to do something, hoping that the police would not 
open.... [pauses] would not disperse them forcefully. A 
man like Chief Gani Fawehinmi, the radical lawyer, and 
another politician, (Otoba Batorojaye), were quoted in 
the press this morning as saying that they would go to 
the rally venue. There are about 13 political leaders and 
three religious leaders invited and billed to speak at the 
rally. I have not been able to speak to anyone of them 
and I do not know whether they will be there. 


[Wells] I think I am right in saying that the Nadeco 
actually applied for permission for this rally last week, 
but the police only replied — I think last night — by 
saying that they would ban it. Why do you think there 
was that delay? 


{Odunfa] In the past year or so — more than that — 
it is traditional that the police do not issue permit to 
Opposition groups to hold public rallies. The only group 
which had tried to do it in the past was the National 
Conscience Party led by Gani Fawehinmi, but at every 
turn, the police were there to disperse the crowd. So, 
it was expected by the generality of the people that the 
permit would be denied, and Nadeco officers themselves 
were not expecting the police to give them the permit, 
because when I asked to the national secretary, Dr. 
(Wahab Tusumoe), former federal minister, he said 
that they were not expecting the permit, but they 
believed that because the government has given its 
Own supporters permission to hold rallies all over the 
country, they too had the constitutional rights to talk to 
people on the streets this morning, and that is why the 
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Nadeco people say they will go ahead with the rally, 
but it will be quite foolhardy to do so because of the 
security situation.

Our Lagos 
correspondent, Sola Odunfa, reports: 


[Begin Odunfa recording] Officers of the State Security 
Service, SSS, yesterday in Lagos impounded all the 
copies of this week’s issue of TELL magazine, which 
was to have been published today. The government 
security service seized the copies — 55,000 in all — 
as they were being packaged at the printing press for 
delivery. No reason has so far been givea for the action. 
The seizure was the climax of operations mounted by 
the SSS last week, apparently to arrest senior journalists 
working on the magazine. According to the editor in 
chief, Nosa Igiebor, in an official statement, armed SSS 
Operatives visited the magazine’s office in the Ikeja 
suburb of Lagos several times, demanding to be told 
the whereabouts of the journalists. He said that they 
arrested four of the staff but released them after several 
hours of interrogation. 


Shortly before the government action against TELL, 
some unidentified men broke into the premises of 
the highbrow independent Lagos newspaper, THE 
GUARDIAN, and set part of it on fire. The dawn 
incident at the weekend was the first of its kind at any 
media house in Nigeria. The arsonists were six, and 
they were said to be armed. Firemen from a station 
nearby joined late night technical staff of the newspaper 
and news vendors to put out the fire before it could 
reach the printing presses. The police are investigating.

Sierra Leone 
Government Troops Clash With Rebels; 20 Killed

northern Sierra Leone, an area which for the most part 
has been spared the worst of the rebel war between the 
RUF [Revolutionary United Front] and the government 
forces in the south. Our Freetown correspondent, Victor 
Sylver, telexed this report: 
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The military today released details of two battles last 
week between RUF rebels and government troops 
at Mile 38 near Matotaka. According to a military 
spokesman, Major John Milton, the battle for Matotaka 
in northeastern Sierra Leone occurred on Wednesday 
[13 December] when a large rebel force attacked the 
Army unit based there. Reports from the area say that 
numerous helicopter sorties were flown during the battle 
which lasted almost two days. There were reports that 
the military government got wind of the intended attack 
from intelligent sources and that the rebels had vowed 
that the Matotaka battle would be the battle of the year. 
Indeed, reports say that the rebel forces — made up 
of fighters dislodged from at least four bases along the 
Mile 91 Nasiaka Highway — used everything they had, 
including rocket-propelled grenade: and mortar bombs, 
during the fighting. 


Civilian eyewitnesses from Matotaka and Makeni spoke 
about smoke billowing around the area as government 
troops engaged the rebels. The military said that at 
least 20 rebels had perished, two were captured, and 
an unspecified number wounded. The military also 
confirmed today that Mile 38 in northwestern Sierra 
Leone, scene of the some of the fiercest fighting earlier 
this year, had come under attack by rebel forces. The 
military said that all the troops in the area had been 
put on extra alert since the beginning of November 
and that the rebels were beaten back, having suffered 
considerable losses. 


Meanwhile, the decree governing the conduct of next 
February’s parliamentary elections was published today. 
The decree enshrines the proportional representation 
form of voting, sets up an electoral court to deal with 
complaints, and makes it an offense to disrupt a lawful 
meeting held by any political party or to attempt to bribe 
the voters. The decree has been welcomed here because 
people feel that is will help to minimize violence and 
intimidation. It is also hoped that donor nations will now 
be more willing to begin pumping funds earmarked for 
the elections into the country.

Leone have been expressing their disquiet recently 
over changes in the law that have allowed government 
Officials to launch political campaigns for the general 
elections scheduled for February next year. It’s given 
Finance Secretary John Karimu leave to declare his 
candidacy and there’s the fear that it is all a ploy for 
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the military to continue to exert considerable influence. 
One man, who was perhaps caught out by the old law, 
is Abass Bundu. He was secretary for foreign affairs 
until he resigned in July. Some say he was eased out or 
sacked. He is now leader of the People’s Progressive 
Party, PPP, and one of several potential presidential 
candidates. Dr. Bundu is in London at the moment 
and Josephine Hazely asked him what he made of the 
amendments in the electoral law: 


["egin recording] [Bundu] I think the amendment that 
has been made to Decree Number 7 recently is most 
unhelpful, and I must say, most unprincipled. Dr. 
Karimu is a dear friend of mine and the advice that 
I will like to convey to him, as a honorable person, is 
to resign from his office as secretary of state for finance 
because, quite frankly, you cannot be a referee and a 
player in the same match. There is no level playing field. 
If he continues in the office as finance secretary while 
at the same time pursuing politics as leader of the NUP 
{expansion unknown], I mean, it is totally unacceptable 
and totally unprincipled. 


{Hazely}] I might say that, you know, it is not the 
government that is running the elections as it were. It is 
the INEC, the Interim National Electoral Commission. 


{Bundu] I’m afraid that I disagree. Let me say this. 
In established democracies, a democratically elected 
government is allowed to stay in office from one polling 
day to the next but the present government is not a 
democratic government. It is a military junta. It cannot 
claim any credential of democracy and, therefore, Dr. 
Karimu is not in the same position as his counterpart 
in Britain, for example. He simply has to go. He is 
serving a military government, a military government 
that is the supervisor of the elections, | mean, you say 
it is INEC. He who pays the piper calls the tune. So, 
it is not entirely true to say that the government is not 
supervising. No, it has residual responsibility, ultimate 
responsibility for overseeing the elections. I mean this 
is why it is the government. 


{Hazely] And Dr. Karimu, it seems, will not be the only 
contender you’ll have to fight it out with because, I 
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mean, okay, you are one of them. There is Dr. Karefa 
Smart and there is (Tiemo Bangura) who people say is 
quite popular nowadays in Sierra Leone. So, where do 
you come in in all this? 


[Bundu] Well, you know, let us leave that ultimately 
to the judgment of the electorate. It is very easy to 
make noises about one’s popularity. I do not go round 
making such noises, I am not known to have that kind 
of characteristic and I don’t think it is a characteristic 
that I want to take on at the moment. It has never been a 
part of me. We will continue to campaign the way we’ ve 
been doing, quietly but effectively, seeking the support 
of the electorate — which I believe we are getting — 
and I am quite confident that come 26 February the 
PPP party will win a majority in Parliament and Abass 
Bundu will be president of the country. 


{Hazely] You know, there are 15 political parties in 
Sierra Leone, very small country, small population. Isn't 
that all silly? 


[Bundu, interrupting] Josephine, it is not silly. I would 
hate to see any government or anyone proscribe the 
existence of any political party. We leave it ultimately 
to the electorate to decide. As it is presently, although 
there are 15 registered parties, not more than five or six 
of them are actually active in the field. I think let it be 
like that. 


[Hazely}] Well, exactly, you see, this is it. As you say 
not more than five or six of them are active. The feeling 
is that most of these parties who have set... [pauses] 
those so-called parties who have set themselves up are 
probably one man limited companies, just waiting to be 
bought off by parties like yourself. 


[Bundu] Well, certainly I am not in the business of 
buying off anyone. Democracy is about choices and 
that choice has to be made by the electorate. They are 
entitled to form political party as they’ve done. I don’t 
envy them for that. I think it is their right and they’ve 
rightly exercised it. [end recording} 
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
